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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

The following changes are made to distinguish Loth independent claims from what is 
taught by the Brasty reference. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should 
the changes and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as 
provided by 37 CFR 1.312.

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claimed spring or 
combination of spring and wiper arm set forth distinguishes over the closest prior art, the Brasty 
reference, as they establish the downwardly angled bend in the intermediate length of the spring 
wire adjacent the second hook -like end portion at an angle of approximately 15-25 degrees 
relative the intermediate length of the spring wire. Brasty does teach a downwardly angled bend 
defining portion (13), however, such is adjacent the first hook-like end portion (6) and appears to 
be of approximately 45 degrees relative to the axis of the intermediate length of the spring wire. 
There appears no motivation to snift tke downward bend of Brasty from the first end to the 
second end and to provide such bend at an angle of approximately 15 to 25 degrees. As such, 
the claims are considered to define over the prior art.
